Frank Snurr, in company with Bert 
Neper, called at the county asylum this 
morning to see his cousin, Perry Snurr, 
who is insane and has been since his 
discharge from the state's prison. 


The visitors conversed with the in- 
sane man possibly an hour and a half or 
two hours. 
Then the keeper 
asked 
them to vacate the ward as he wished to 
clean it. 
Snurr and Neper said they 
would not go an inch unless Perry Snurr 
went with them, insisting that he was 
sane. 


The keeper said the court committed 
the patient and he had no authority in 
the matter.

speaker's professional life of more than 
thirty years. 
Dr. Corder. of Geneva, 
proposed, in French, a vote of thanks 
and Dr. Kretchmer, of New York sec- 
onded the proposition in German. 
The 
vote was passed by acclimation. 


Dr. Hamilton read the 
following, 
which was adopted: 


Whereas, The whole community has 
been repeatedly shocked by the almost 
daily occurrence of terrible accidents on 
many of our railroads, causing consider- 
able loss of life, and by the habit of 
neglect of the most elementary sanitary 
laws. 
Therefoie beit 


Resolved, That the attention of this 
Ninth Medical International congress is 
respectfully called to this most impor- 
tant question, and it is requested to use 
its infiaence to obtain necessary re- 
forms.

His brother, Col. L. M. Tay 
lor, came there in 1827 and opened 
an Indian store, 
owned by himself 
and his brother-in-law, Judge Samuel 
Hanna, of Fort Wayne. Thirteen months 
afterward, in October, 1828, Pitts fol 
followed his brother, and these two 
brothers and the late Alexis Coquillard 
were the only white men there, all the 
other inhabitants being Indians. 
Mrs 
Laura Suttenfield, of Fort Wayne, one 
of his sisters, died in Fort Wayne last 
year, at the advanced age of 93 years 
The acquaintance of the proprietor of 
this paper with Mr. Taylor commenced 
in childhood, about fifty years ago^ 
when "Pitts" Taylor, as everybody callec 
him then and to the day of his death 
was a clerk in his brother L. M. Taylor's 
store, tbe first store opened in South 
Bend. 
All our reooUections of him are 
pleasant to recall. 
He was kind and 
honorable in all his dealings, and lived a 
hfe as a citizen worthy the lasting mem- 
ory and gratitude of that city. 
His 
sons, Thomas S. and Charles, were once 
citizens of LaGran^e. and Thomao the 
proprietor of the Standard 
from 1863 to 
1867. 
His brother, L. M. Taylor, aged 
83, is still living in South Bend, and 
two sisters, Mrs. El za Hanna, aged 82, 
wife of Judge Samuel Hanna, deceased, 
and Mrs. Elvira DuBois, aged 76, are 
among the living early pioneers of Fort 
Wayne. 
Wiliam B. 
Taylor, another 
brother, aged 70, is a resident of Minne- 
sota. The longevity of the family is re 
markable. 
But such people cannot live 
too long.

There is no man so feasted as the 
chapel pastor. 
Hiß tall and yet rotund 


body and his broad red face might 
easily be mistaken for the outward 
man of a sturdy farmer, and he likes his 
pipe and glass. 
He dines every Sun- 
day, and at least once a week besides, 
at the house of one of his stoutest up- 
holders. 
It is said that at such a din- 
jier, after a largo plateful of black cur- 
l ant piiJdiu£>-, finding tliere v. as still 
some juice left, he lifted the plate to 
his mouth and carefully licked it all 
round; the hostess hastened to offer a 
spoon, but he declined, thinking that 
was much the best way to gather the 
essence of the fruit. 
So simple were 
his manners he needed no spoon ; and, 
indeed, if we look back the apostles 
managed without forks and put their 
fingers in the dish. 
After dinner the 
cognac-bottle is produced, and the pas- 
tor fills his tumbler half full of spirits, 
and but lightly dashes it with water. It 
is cognac, and nut common brandy ; for 
your chapel minister thinks it an af- 
front if anything more common than 
the best French lifiuor is put before 
him. 
He likes it strong, and with it 
his long clay pipe. 
Very frequently 
another minister—sometimes two or 
three—come in at the same time and 
iake the same dinner, and afterward 
form a genial ciri le, with cognac and 
tobacco, when tbe room speedily be- 
comes full of smoke and the bottle of 
brandy &oon disappears. 
In 
these 
family parties there is not the least ap- 
proach to over-conviviality ; it is merely 
the custom—no ona thinks anything of 
a glass and a pipe ; it is perfectly inno- 
cent ; it is not a local thing, but com- 
mon and understood. 
The consump- 
tion of brandy and tobacco and the 
good things of dinner, tea, and supper 
(for tlie party generally sit out the 
three meals), must in a month cost the 
host a IÇ )(k1 deal of money, but all 
things ¡lie cheerfully borne for the 
good of the i'huicl). 
Xever were men 
to;ist<id witii such honest good-will as 
ihe^c ])astors, and if a budding Paul or 
Siliis hat»}>ens to come alonp: who has 
scarce vet })assed his ordination the 
yoiithiui divine may .stay a week if he 
likes and lick the platter clean. 
In 
fact, so constant is his hospitality that 
in certain houses it is impossible to })ay 
!i visit at any tiiue of the year without 
finding one oi' those young brothers re- 
])osiiig amid tiu; lût of the land, and 
; doulitlcss indulging in pleasant spiritual 
coniiiiiinion with the daughters of the 
' mansioî!.

at once!" 


The boy liad no choice but to obey 
this ridicuhjus order. 
He got down 
upon Iiis knees and ate the whole of 
"the filthy mess," as Sir Francis Doyle 
calls it, while the master .stood over 
him watching the ojKuatioii. 
As the 
last s|>"oniiil disappeared, poor Cod- 
rin^iton gave a sigh of relief, which 
was, unfortunately, heard by tlio irate 
Frenchman. 


"Madam," he cried to his wife, "give 
somii more puddinp: to Monsieur Dod- 
rington!" 


The second portion had tu })e de- 
voured before? the l;oy could have th(! 
roast mutton whidi was the main stay 
of tile diuner. 
It was a practice in 
!)oarding schools then to jr^t the boys 
]>retty well filled up with cheap pud- 
ding before any sign of meat was 
allowed to a))pear. 


Our boys are, haj^pily, not now sub- 
jected to infamies of this kind, so well 
calculated to crush the gentle souls, 
aud to convert the strouííer ones into 
ruthless despots. 
And this ia a new 
reason for cultivating a manly spirit of 
obeilience to lawful authority th«t the 
boys should remember. 


Banning tlie Mantlet. 


The first pioneers were so successful 
in holding their settlements that others 
hastened to join them, attracted by the 
abundance of the game and the fertility 
of the soil. Bays a writer in Harper'a 
Magazine, 
describing the early set- 
tling of Kentucky. 
To some, no doubt, 
the 
element 
of constant adventure 
was a great inducement and 
fully 
were they gratified. Some, like Simon 
Kenton, as a hunter and woodsman 
second only to Boone, seemed to seek 
ha/.ard. 
He it was whose desperate 
ride, lashed to the back of an untamed 
horse, was the true original of Byron's 
"Maze2:>pa." Unlike Hoone, 
Kenton 
excited in his Indian foes the most ex- 
asperated feelings of vengeance. Aside 
from wounds received in fight, he was 
several times brought t ) the very verge 
of 
death 
while a prisoner in the 
Indians' hands. 
On one occasion he 
was struck ap})arently dead with a 
tomahawk 
that 
clove his shoulder 
through the collar bone; three separate 
times he was bound to the stake to die 
by fire and as often as eight times was 
he compelled to "run the gantlet."' 
None of this generation will ever know 
in its true significance the horror of 
that word. 
There is now probably no 
man living who has "run the gantlet" as 
an Indian prisoner. 
The venerable 
and reverend Thomas P. Dudley, of 
Lexington, Ky., now approaching his 
100th year, was sentenced, but re- 
prievecL 
His comrades suffered the 
ordeal, while he in mere whim was 
ransomed for a poney and a keg of 
whisky. 
The Indians ranged them- 
selves in two lines, between which the 
prisoner was compelled to run for his 
life, eluding as best ho could the blows 
of tomahawks and war clubs that were 
aimed at him in his flight. Sometimes 
good fortune or activity saved the 
prisoner. 
Sometimes 
the 
Indians 
would in mere caprice use long sticks 
instead of deadly weapons, and in a few 
rare instances pure courage saved the 
victim. 
Kenton on one occasion won 
the applause of the head chiefs of the 
Wyandots, who interfered to save his 
life from their infuriated warriors. 
?io 
sooner was he unbound to commence 
the fatal race than he seized a war-club 
and dashed down the line, striking in 
desperation at every warrior armed with 
hatchet or clul 
Though covered with 
wounds, he reached the goal alive, still 
brandishing the weapon with which he 
had fought his way. 
The exploit was 
without a parallel in Indian experience; 
it Avon their admiration, and for that 
time saved him. 


French Frateniity. 


In France, indeed, fraternity is, ay it 
were, in the air. This sentiment, which 
IS the poefic side of the notion of equal- 
ity, to which the French have been so 
profoundly attached sin*^ the very be- 
ginnings of modern society, during the 
l>reak-up of the INIiddle Age.s, is to be 
l ead in the exinession and demeanor ot 
every one to 1)e met with in the streets 
as uumi.stakably as it is stamixxl on all 
the liuildings belonging to the state. 
Insensil,)iy-you find yourself setting out 
with the feeling that every stranger is 
amicably disjjosed. Arriving from Lon- 
don. either at I'aris or at the .smallest 
prijvincial town—i'alais it.self, say—the 
a]).sence of individual cojnpetition, of 
personal j)rooccii2)ation, of all ^.hn varied

Mr. Thomss a Taylor, journal clerk 


in the postofSoe department at Wash' 
irjgton, was called ho- e Isst week by 
the fatal illness of his father, the vener- 
sble E. P. Tsylor, of South Bend, who 
died Isst Friday. Edmund Pitts Tay lor, 
or "Pitts," as he wss always familiarly 
called, wss a veritable South Bend 
pioneer. 
His brother, CoL L. M. Tay- 


lor, came there in 1827 and opened 
an Indian store, owned by himself 
snd his brothrr-in-lsw, Judge Samuel 
Banna, of Fort Wayne. Thirty months 
afterward, in October, 1828, Pitta fol- 
followed his brother, and these two 
brothers and the late Alexis Coqnillard 
were the only white men there, all the 
other inhabitants bricg Indians, tin 
Lsnra Hntteufield, of Fort Wayne, one 
ol his sisters, died in Fort Wayne Isst 
year, st the advanced age of 93 years. 
The acquaintance of the proprietor of 
this psper with Mr. Tsylor commenced 
iu childhood, about fifty years SRO 
when "Pitta" Taylor, ss everj body called 
him then and to the day of his death, 
wan a clerk in his brother L. M. Taylor's 
stcre, the first store opened in Honth 
Bend. All onr recollections of him are 
pleasant to recall. He wss kind and 
honorable in all nis dealings, and lived a 
life as a citixen worthy the lasting mem- 
ory and gratitude of that city. His 
sons, Thomas S. and Charles, were onoe 
citizens of LaOranne. and Tbomai the 
proprietor of the Stindard from ISM to 
1867. 
His brother, L. M. Tsylor, aged 


83, is still living in South B«d, and 
two sisters, Mrs. El u Hauna, aged Si, 
wife of Jndge Samuel Hanna, deceased, 
and Mrs. Elvira Dullois, aged 76. are 
among the living early pioneen ol Fort 
Wayne, Wiliam B. Taylor, another 
brother, aged 70, is a resident of Minne- 
sota. The longevity of the fsmily is re 
marksble. But such people cannot live 
too long.
